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Arcata council passes 


Gaza cease fire call

ARCATA — The people of Arcata, through their elect- 
ed representatives, have logged their dismay over the 
“intolerable innocent death and destruction” in the Isra- 
el-Hamas War as well as “too much division in our com- 
munity,” and have appealed for peace in Gaza and the 
Middle East in the form of an official resolution. 

Last week’s City Council hearing on a proposed Gaza 
cease fire resolution was comparatively calmer than pre- 
vious Council Chamber discussion on the matter, possi- 
bly because its passage looked inevitable. 

A majority of speakers from a variety of perspectives 
supported the resolution, including re-elected Third Dis- 
trict Supervisor Mike Wilson. Rabbi Bob Rottenberg of 
Temple Beth El helped wordsmith the draft to include more 
specificity about Gaza, which was tweaked accordingly. 

In addition, a “permanent” cease fire was called for, and 
the title of the resolution was made more specific, swap- 
ping “Peace in the Middle East” for “ceasefire in the Israel 
Palestine Conflict. The resolution doesn’t mention Hamas. 

The resolution passed unanimously. “Let’s get back to 
work,” said Mayor Meredith Matthews.

HUMBOLDT - _ Sur- 
prises were as scarce as 
participating voters in the 
Tuesday, March 5 Califor- 
nia Primary Election, as 
incumbents mostly held 
on to their seats and a con- 
troversial cannabis initia- 
tive was soundly defeated. 

In Humboldt, just 24.7 
percent of eligible voters 
cast a ballot, while state- 
wide the turnout was 26 
percent. 

Popular Third District 
Supervisor Mike Wilson 
vanquished challenger Roy 
Gomez, 2,930 (80.67 per- 
cent) to 702 (19.33 percent). 
Supervisorial incumbents 
Rex Bohn and Michelle 
Bushnell also easily held 
their seats. 

Measure A, the Hum- 
boldt Cannabis Reform 
Initiative, lost on a 14,721 
(73.49 percent) to 5,310 
(26.51 percent) vote. 

Challenger April Van 
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Kreis booted 


Dyke routed incumbent 
Superior Court Judge 
Gregory Kries, 10,605 
(58.69 percent) to 6,968 
(38.56 percent). 

In Arcata, the Measure 
B Arcata School District 
Bond passed 1,133 (71.21 
percent) to 458 (28.79 per- 
cent). 

Fieldbrook’s Measure 
C Special Tax For Fire 
And Emergency Services 
passed, 202 (88.60 per- 
cent) to 26 (11.4 percent). 

Proposition 1, the 
$6.4 billion state mental 
health bond measure, was 
OK’d by Humboldt voters 
10,286 (52.13 percent) to 
9,447 (47.87 percent), but 
was clinging to passage by 
mere tenths of a percent as 
ballot counting continued. 

In the Assembly District 
2 race, Chris Rogers leads 
16,383 or (20.6 percent) to 
Rusty Hicks’ 14,656 (18.4 
percent).

McK cannabis farm Ee Pants by 33K square feet

HUMBOLDT - A MckKinleyville 
area cannabis farm will expand its 
existing mixed light and indoor op- 
eration, bringing the operation’s total 
size to over an acre. 

The 33,560 square-foot mixed 
light expansion got approval from the 
county’s Planning Commission at its 
March 7 meeting. 

The 16-acre project site is located off 
Hooven Road near the intersection with 
Dows Prairie Road and already hosts 
10,000 square-foot mixed light and 
4,400 square-foot indoor operations. 

Use of a spring for irrigation will cease 
and the majority of water for the expand- 


A groundwater well will pro- 
vide 28 percent of the operation’s 
610,000-gallon annual water usage. 

The farm’s main operations will 
be consolidated into a new 43,000 
square-foot structure at the center of 
the project site. 

Potential impacts are addressed in a 
Conditional Use Permit’s requirements, 
including odor control and formation 
of a road maintenance association or 
commitment to otherwise maintain the 
farm’s access road, Hooven Road. 

Praj White, agent for the applicant, 
ECD Holdings, Inc., said the project 
“recognizes all the county’s standards 
and a commitment to the community.”

In atradition the organization began in 1986, the branch 
used its March meeting to spotlight the contributions of 
Shoshanna (aka Rose Anthony), Arcata; and Lynn McKen- 
na, Eureka, both of whom have dedicated their time and ef- 
forts to our community over many years.

Shoshanna is always generous with her time, supporting 
events such as Arcata Main Street and the Arcata Fairy Fes- 
tival where she leads the way as the Snow Queen. Shoshan- 
na is now the youth services outreach coordinator at the 
Humboldt County Library, traveling to library branches 
and pre-schools with a mission to create family connections 
to books and transform libraries into welcoming spaces. 

Lynn McKenna is a tireless advocate supporting the 
county’s youth, seniors and music programs. She is a danc- 
er, teacher, event creator and lover of libraries. 

Lynn is a non-profit volunteer extraordinaire, with spe- 
cial skills in organizing events, creative fundraising and re- 
cruiting other volunteers. After working as a public-school 
teacher for 34 years, she stepped in to support the many 
activities of the California Retired Teachers Association, 
including staffing the Little Red Schoolhouse at the county 
fairgrounds in Ferndale, serving as Scholarship Founda- 
tion Chair, and organizing blood drives for them as well as 
Humboldt Sponsors and the Elks Lodge. 

Her love of music has driven countless hours spent de- 
veloping the Redwood Coast Music Festival, enabling spe- 
cial music and dance programs for seniors and partnering 
with schools to support music programs, making instru- 
ments available and helping students attend competitions. 

Lynn’s abilities creating innovative fundraisers and mo- 
tivating others can be seen in her success raising money for 
Eureka’s Visiting Angels team in the Walk to End Alzhei- 
mer’s. In recent years, this team and Lynn herself ranked 
first in the nation for fundraising.

Pris- 
cilla loves other dogs, playing with toys 
and may be a candidate for a home with 
cats. Priscilla has one thing going on 
that an adopter would need to consider. 
She has a condition known as Megae- 
sophagus. 

Megaesophagus in dogs is a condi- 
tion in which the esophagus (the mus- 
cular tube leading from the mouth to 
the stomach) loses the ability to push 
food towards the stomach in a normal 
manner and becomes dilated or dis- 
tended. 

The main consideration for Priscilla 
is that her food needs to be elevated so 
that she eats standing up. At the shelter, 
her food and water hang in buckets at 
head height. She has done well with this 
regimen, gaining weight at a normal 
rate. She would love more treats but is 
easily distracted by her love of toys! 

One of our volunteers has a dog with 
this condition and has been 
able to give him a normal dog 
life. 

There is quite a bit of in- 
formation about his condition 
available. If feeding protocols 
are followed, there isn’t nec- 
essarily any medical expense 
that would be incurred. Pris- 
cilla is such a great dog! We 
hope that others will see past 
her medical condition and see 
that also. 

Priscilla is spayed, micro- 
chipped, current on vaccina- 
tions and weighs in at about 
45 pounds.

ARCATA — The Hum- 
boldt County Board of Su- 
pervisors has approved a va- 
cation rental ordinance that 
expands the area of a total 
cap to include the entire

Initial controversy over 
the ordinance has eased but 
a public comment period 
included a mix of support 
for more and less restrictive 
rules. 

The approved ordinance 
deviates from some of the 
Planning Commission’s rec- 
ommendations. The urban 
district supervisors formed 
a majority in support of dis- 
allowing transfers of STRs to 
family members. 

The board also added a fee 
structure to the ordinance. Fees 
will be paid every two years 
upon renewals of permits, with 
amounts determined when su- 
pervisors approve fee rates for 
all the county’s services later 
this year. 

Some aspects of the ordi- 
nance emerged unchanged 


Only one STR per parcel 
is allowed and the ordinance 
sets a cap of three STR per- 
mits per individual or busi- 
ness entity. 

There are restrictions on 
hours and occupancy of gath- 
erings and controls on poten- 
tially impactful aspects like 
noise and lighting. 

Hosted vacation rental 
operations and those that 
comply with standards can 
be approved with over-the- 
counter permits. Those that 
don’t can still be permitted, 
with discretionary reviews. 

As compromise was forged 
on contentious issues like the 
cap, Wilson suggested that 
the rules might be revisited 
as the county gauges growth 
of the vacation rental indus- 


try.

visors — Board Chair Rex 
Bohn and Supervisor Mi- 
chelle Bushnell — argued 
against the broader applica- 
tion of the cap. 

But supervisors Natalie 
Arroyo, Steve Madrone and 
Mike Wilson had a majority 
and pushed for a county- 


wide cap. 
The approved cap is a 
compromise — it’s set at 


5 percent of total housing 
units. The percentage can be 
exceeded but only if Short 
Term Rental (STR) vacation 
units that go beyond it are 
approved through a discre- 
tionary special permit pro- 
cess. 

A more restrictive cap of 
2 percent applies to the area 
from Rio Dell to Trinidad. 
The draft version of the or- 
dinance limited application 
of a cap to that area. 

“Hosted” STRs that have 
onsite owners or caretakers 
are exempted from the new 
cap, as are farm stay STRs 
and designated historic 
homes. 

The cap only applies to 
those seeking permits for 
new STRs. Those who now 
own STRs are exempt from 
it. 

Approval of the ordi- 
nance marks the end of a 
public process that spanned 
numerous public workshops 
and hearings. The county’s 


pushed back on limiting the 
cap to the Rio Dell to Trini- 
dad area. 

“T have heard many times 
that people have a hard time 
finding a place to live every- 
where in this county,” he 
said, adding that caps allow 
the county to monitor and 
control proliferation of STRs. 

Saying that she’s “very 
attuned to my district,” Su- 
pervisor Michelle Bushnell 
said rentals are amply avail- 
able within it and those who 
own STRs need help paying 
mortgages. 

“We're gonna get into 
foreclosures — which is al- 
ready happening in the 
Southern Humboldt area,” 
she said. 

Bohn also argued for 
more permissive rules in 
rural areas and_ strongly 
supported the farm stay ex- 
emption. 

Supervisor Steve Madro- 
ne said he finds it “disap- 
pointing and _ perplexing” 
that the ordinance has shift- 
ed from guarding housing 
to protecting the “entitle- 
ments” of STR owners. 

“Tt has been well-docu- 
mented that STRs have a 
negative effect on afford- 
ability of housing,” he con- 
tinued, saying he supports 
restricting STR operation to 
“hosted” units but “I realize 
we're well past that.”

bis farm. 

White said Stross has been “very proactive in working 
with his neighborhood and community.” 

Stross referred to his leadership of Northern Emeralds, 
saying the farm employs 65 people and “our ethos here, 
both as a culture and a culture within our company, is really 
to make something beautiful.” 

During a public comment period, the residents of a 
neighboring produce farm said they’re concerned about 
traffic impacts on Hooven Road, as there had been an acci- 
dent involving a vehicle and a child on a bicycle. 

Commissioner Jerome Qiriazi later acknowledged a po- 
lice report indicates the bicyclist’s actions caused the col- 
lision, although he added there’s generally “a pattern of 
blame” against bicyclists and urged Stross and his workers 
to be mindful of the residential setting. 

The permits’ conditions of approval related to Hooven 
Road include the maintenance provisions and also require 
installation of turn-outs at pinch points. Stross said the ex- 
pansion will only add four employees to the farm. 

Commissioner Iver Skavdal visited the site. “It’s clear 
that somebody’s been maintaining the roads,” he said, add- 
ing that the farm site “looks clean” and well-run. 

There was some concern about dust and Stross agreed to 
an additional dust control requirement. 

The commission approved the permit with newly-seated 
Commissioner Lorna McFarlane abstaining without explanation. 

McFarlane’s Board of Supervisors-appointed seat was 
formerly held by Brian Mitchell, whose term expired. 

She’s a McKinleyville resident and senior environmen- 
tal scientist/Climate Change Adaptation Branch supervisor 
with the California Department of Transportation.

Fake PG&E scammers are cashing in on scaring customers 


Paciric Gas AND ELEcTRIC COMPANY 

SANTA ROSA — Scammers continue to take 
advantage of Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
(PG&E) customers. In fact, in 2023, PG&E re- 
ceived nearly 43,000 reports from customers 
who were targeted by scammers impersonating 
the company, and customers lost approximately 
$875,000 in fraudulent payments, with the av- 
erage customer losing $785. 

Scam attempts in the North Coast in 2023 
were high: 

¢ There were more than 400 scam attempts 
on PG&E customers in Santa Rosa. 

¢ In Napa, there were 182 attempts. 

¢ In Eureka there were 153 scam attempts. 

¢ In San Rafael there were 160 attempts. 

¢ In Sonoma there were 82 scam attempts. 

¢ In Fort Bragg and Sausalito, there were 10 
attempts each. 

That’s why PG&E joins the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) to help customers recognize 
and avoid potential scams during National Con- 
sumer Protection Week from March 3-9, 2024. 

Reports of utility scams targeting customers 
were at an all-time high during 2023. Unfortu- 
nately, that number is likely just the tip of the 
iceberg for overall scam attempts, as many go 
unreported. 

The number of reports is continuing at a high 
level thus far in 2024, as PG&E received over 
2,500 reports of attempted scams in January 
alone, with customers paying scammers over 
$67,000 during the month. 

“Scammers will attempt to create a sense of 
urgency by threatening immediate disconnec- 
tion of your utility services if you don’t make 
immediate payment. Remember, PG&E will 
never ask you for financial information over 
the phone, nor will we ask for payment via pre- 
paid debit cards or money transfer services like 
Zelle. If you receive a call like this, hang up, and 
then either log onto PGE.com to confirm your 
account details, or you can call our customer 
service number,” said Matt Foley, lead customer 


scam investigator for PG&E. 

Scammers are opportunistic and look for 
times when customers may be distracted or 
stressed and are constantly contacting utility 
customers asking for immediate payment to 
avoid service disconnection. 

Scammers can be convincing and often tar- 
get those who are most vulnerable, including 
senior citizens and low-income communities. 
They also aim their scams at small business 
owners during busy customer service hours. 
However, with the right information, custom- 
ers can learn to detect and report these preda- 
tory scams. 


PG&E will never ask you for 
financial information over the 
phone, or ask for payment via 
pre-paid debit cards or mon- 
ey transfer services like Zelle. 
If you receive a call like this, 
hang up and log onto PGE.com 
to confirm your account de- 
tails, or you can call custom- 
er service at 1-833-500-SCAM. 


Signs of a potential scam 

¢ Threat to disconnect: Scammers may ag- 
gressively demand immediate payment for an 
alleged past due bill. 

¢ Request for immediate payment: Scammers 
may instruct the customer to purchase a prepaid 
card then call them back supposedly to make a 
bill payment. 

¢ Request for prepaid card: When the cus- 
tomer calls back, the caller asks the customer 
for the prepaid card’s number, which grants the 
scammer instant access to the card’s funds. 

¢ Refund or rebate offers: Scammers may say 


that your utility company overbilled you and 
owes you a refund, or that you are entitled to a 
rebate. 

How customers can protect themselves 

Customers should never purchase a prepaid 
card to avoid service disconnection or shutoff. 
PG&E does not specify how customers should 
make a bill payment and offers a variety of ways 
to pay a bill, including accepting payments on- 
line, by phone, automatic bank draft, mail or in 
person. 

If a scammer threatens immediate discon- 
nection or shutoff of service without prior no- 
tification, customers should hang up the phone, 
delete the email, or shut the door. 

Customers with delinquent accounts receive 
an advance disconnection notification, typically 
by mail and included with their regular monthly 
bill. 

Signing up for an online account at pge.com 
is another safeguard. Not only can customers 
log in to check their balance and payment his- 
tory, they can sign up for recurring payments, 
paperless billing and helpful alerts. 

Scammers impersonate trusted phone 

numbers 

Scammers are now able to create authen- 
tic-looking 800 numbers which appear on your 
phone display. The numbers don’t lead back to 
PG&E if called back, however, so if you have 
doubts, hang up and call PG&E at 1-833-500- 
SCAM. 

If customers ever feel that they are in physical 
danger, they should call 911. 

Customers who suspect that they have been 
victims of fraud, or who feel threatened during 
contact with one of these scammers, should con- 
tact local law enforcement. 

Federal Trade Commission’s websites, re- 
portfraud.ftc.gov and consumer.ftc.org, are 
also a good source of information about how to 
protect personal information.

BLUE LAKE/GLENDALE - 
Caltrans aims to construct a new 
shared-use path between the com- 
munities of Blue Lake and Glendale 
adjacent to State Route (SR) 299. 

The purpose of this project is to 
increase pedestrian and bicyclist 
safety, accessibility and level of 
comfort between the communities 
of Blue Lake, Blue Lake Rancheria 
and Glendale. 

Two alternative alignments are 


proposed for the connection. Al- 
ternative 1 will follow the northern 
(westbound) side of SR 299, and 
Alternative 2 will follow the south- 
ern (eastbound) side. 

The trail will be paved and sepa- 
rated from the highway to increase 
user safety. 

Visualization of the concept 
for the proposed Annie and Mary 
Trail. The visualization shows a di- 
vided highway and paved path sep- 
arated from the highway. 


The proposed trail between Blue 
Lake and Glendale is the second 
segment of a longer trail planned 
to connect Blue Lake to Arcata. 

The first of five segments has 
been constructed in the City of 
Blue Lake and another segment in 
Arcata has secured funds through 
construction. 

Community members have long 
been working together toward this 
vision of a pedestrian, bicycle and 
equestrian path connecting the 


communities. 

Humboldt County has been 
working with local non-profit “The 
Friends of the Annie and Mary 
Trail” for close to 10 years. 

Other partners in this endeav- 
or include the City of Blue Lake, 
the City of Arcata, the Humboldt 
County Association of Govern- 
ments, Blue Lake Rancheria and 
the Redwood Community Action 
Agency.

An important citizen science program needs your help observing the weather

HUMBOLDT —- Do you 
ever wonder how much 
rainfall you received from a 
recent thunderstorm? How 
about snowfall during a 
winter storm? If so, an im- 
portant volunteer weather 
observing program needs 
your help! 

The Community Collabo- 
rative Rain, Hail, and Snow 
network, or CoCoRaHS, is 
looking for new volunteers 
across northwest Califor- 
nia. This grassroots effort is 
part of a growing national 
network of home-based and 
amateur rain spotters with 
a goal of providing a high 
density precipitation net- 
work that will supplement 
existing observations. 

CoCoRaHS came about 
as a result of a devastating 
flash flood that hit Fort Col- 
lins, Colorado, in July 1997. 
Alocal severe thunderstorm 
dumped over a foot of rain

in several hours while other 
portions of the city had only 
modest rainfall. The ensu- 
ing flood caught many by 


surprise and caused $200 
million in damages. Co- 
CoRaHS was born in 1998 
with the intent of doing a 
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better job of mapping and 

reporting intense storms. 
As more volunteers par- 

ticipated, rain, hail and 


snow maps were produced 
for every storm showing 
fascinating local patterns 
that were of great interest 
to scientists and the public. 

Recently, drought re- 
porting has also become 
an important observation 
within the CoCoRaHS pro- 
gram across the nation. In 
fact, drought observations 
from CoCoRaHS are now 
being included in the Na- 
tional Integrated Drought 
Information System. 

How does one become 
a CoCoRaHS observer? Go 
to the CoCoRaHS website 
above and click on the “Join 
CoCoRaHS” emblem on the 
upper right side of the main 
website. 

After registering, take 
the simple online train- 
ing, order your 4-inch rain 
gauge and start reporting! 

To obtain a rain gauge, 
volunteers can order 


through the CoCoRaHS 


website (cocorahs.org) for 
about $35 plus shipping. We 
do have a limited number of 
rain gauges to give out if you 
are able to be a regular ob- 
server and there is a limited 
number of observers cur- 
rently in your area. 

Observations are avail- 
able on maps and reports for 
the public to view within five 
minutes of submitting them. 

The process takes only 
five minutes a day, but the 
impact to the community is 
tenfold: By providing high 
quality, accurate measure- 
ments, the observers are 
able to supplement existing 
networks and provide use- 
ful results to scientists, re- 
source managers, decision- 
makers and other users.

Climate change’s scale, complexities complicate comprehension 


he first Earth Day was in 

| 1970 and was an idea that 
helped spawn an environ- 
mental movement in the U.S. Its 
first celebration included about 
20 million Americans, or about 10 
percent of the U. S. population. It 
is now internationally celebrated. 


The Northcoast En- 
vironmental Center 
(NEC) was founded 


soon after in 1971. It’s 
website states that they 
are the oldest organiza- 
tion working on behalf 
of the environment be- 
hind the “redwood cur- 
tain.” 

I interviewed NEC 
Director Carolyn Griffith 
in honor of the upcom- 
ing Earth Day which will 
be celebrated on April 
22. Full disclosure: I sit 
on the board of directors for the 
NEC, and I am also an executive 
committee member of the Sierra 
Club North Group which was a 
founding member of the NEC. 

This is the first of two parts and 
is edited for clarity and length. 

Dana Utman: Tell me about 
yourself and what led you to the 
NEC? 

Carolyn Griffith: Both of my 
parents were from Southern Cal- 
ifornia, so I was concerned about 
all the things that come with 
massive farms and feedlots. We 
would travel around a lot. I think 
it helped me to realize that a lot 
of places have the same concerns. 
Degradation is happening all 
over the place. I’ve been able to 
travel to various places to work 
on different political campaigns 
of candidates or ballot initiatives 
such as in Oregon, Alaska, Colo-

rado and Nevada. I really value 
people and their experiences and 
what they can bring to the table 
in terms of solutions for environ- 
mental issues. 
How much is climate change a 
part the NEC? 
Carolyn Griffith: I think it is a 
«=, part of everything that 
<= we do. Our staff has 
grown up and come of 
age in a time when cli- 
mate change is facing 
us everywhere. We look 
at issues through the 
lens of climate change 
and climate justice. 
How are our current 
systems benefiting cer- 
tain people more than 
others? Could they work 
better for all people? 
For example, let’s look 
at our transportation 
systems to see how we can get 
around more equitably so that 
everybody can benefit from it. 
We look at forest policy through 
the lens of emissions and climate 
change. It’s hard to imagine any 
of these things not being related. 
Could you clarify the concept 
of scientific investigation as it re- 
lates to climate change for skep- 
tics? Why should they believe 
what scientists are telling them? 
I have read a lot of articles re- 
cently about how to talk to people 
about climate change, and a num- 
ber of studies have shown that 
people don’t care about data. It 
is really emotion based. Hearing 
from their friends and neighbors 
matters. I think that scientific 
inquiry is based on observation. 
And so I would encourage people 
to go out and observe and see how 
things are changing, such as high- 


er king tides. I think that the data 
is clear. 

What is the difference between 
global warming and _ climate 
change? 

Climate change is so much 
more nuanced and there are so 
many different factors. Look at 
the extreme weather in the Mid- 
west and on the East Coast caused 
by climate change. 

I think it’s much bigger than 
the average person can compre- 
hend. We are impacting the way 
that climate works, and I think 
that we have to be building con- 
nections in our community to 
make sure we're taking care of 
each other as things change, and 
that we’re coming up with better 
ways of doing things. 

Is the Humboldt County Cli- 
mate Change Action Plan under 
threat of failing? What should the 
county be doing to implement it 
ina timely way? 

The county should prioritize 
getting this plan put together. It’s 
one of the very first stories that I 
wrote for EcoNews when I came 
on at the beginning of 2020 be- 
fore things had shut down. There 
was a county-wide meeting and 
workshop about it. A lot of us who 
commented on the draft said this 
needs to happen fast or we’re not 
going to be able to meet our goals. 
The consultants agreed that there 
needed to be stronger implemen- 
tation measures. I thought we 
were on track to have something 
better. There is a deadline. I think 
that one of the things that the 
county has been resistant to do, 
and that could help make this 
happen, is if they actually hire 
staff just to work on this. It keeps 
getting kind of put to the bottom

of the pile. In order to set their 
staff up for success they need to 
be paying people to do this work. 

What is the future of solar 
programs in Humboldt County? 
How can homeowners and rent- 
ers participate in them and are 
they affordable? 

I know that there was a shift in 
how solar power is metered that 
made it less affordable for folks. 
Having been a renter for most of 
my adult life until very recently, I 
know when you don’t own a home 
you really don’t have the power 
to make any of that happen. It re- 
ally is a matter of there being fi- 
nancial incentives and assistance 
programs in place so people who 
are landlords can do that, because 
otherwise it is really only people 
who have the money who can. It 
was previously set up so people 
who had the money could get a 
great return on it, and then they 
changed the rules so that the peo- 
ple who don’t have much money 
couldn’t. 

How do you expect future 


wind energy farms on the North 
Coast to develop? Is the process 
moving along the way you hoped 
it would? 

What they’re proposing is a 
very large endeavor. I think that 
there are so many different mov- 
ing parts, and right now they 
don’t all quite communicate with 
each other. We have the wind 
farms themselves that are being 
proposed, there is the port facility 
to support them, and then one of 
the biggest pieces of all is trans- 
mission lines. They are still fig- 
uring out where those potential 
lines could go and what that pro- 
cess would be. My understanding 
is big infrastructure projects like 
transmission lines tend to take a 
decade or more for all the piec- 
es to come together. I think this 
is the very beginning stage. What 
needs to happen is to educate 
people about what these process- 
es are and how they work. It can 
be very complex because we're 
talking about different jurisdic- 
tions. There’s federal, state, and 
local permitting, all these differ- 
ent jurisdictions to keep track of. 
They have different environmen- 
tal review processes. Trying to 
keep track of those three simulta- 
neously is going to be a real chal- 
lenge. 

We have a huge responsibility, 
as one of two of the first proposed 
projects on the west coast, to 
make sure that this doesn’t hap- 
pen in the same way that many 
other development and resource 
extraction projects have. There’s 
a lot of opportunity to do some- 
thing different and transforma- 
tive and have it not just benefiting 
big industry.

The purpose of the 
Street Light Zone is to 
fund maintenance and 
operation of street lighting 
facilities in the zone. The 
proposed assessment is 
$4.43 per month for each 
developed residential par- 
cel, to be collected on the 
water and sewer bill for the 
parcel. This includes fifty 
cents per month to cover 
administrative costs. At 
build out, with 40 assess- 
able parcels, the total as- 
sessment within the Zone 
will be $177.20 per month.
